PROTECTS U. S. BY 5 RESERVA­ 
TIONS TO AMERICAN 
ADHERENCE 
W ashington, Sept. 5.—(U.R) — Elihu 
R o o fs form ula for A m erican adher­ 
ence to the world court w as formally 
adopted as an adm inistration project 
today. 
Secretary 
of 
S tate 
Stim son 
an ­ 
nounced the Root form ula m et the 
ejections of the senate and fully pro­ 
tected the United S tates against dan­ 
gers anticipated 
by 
the 
senate 
in 
adopting five reservations to A m erican 
adherence. 
A m erican acceptance of the formula 
is 
conditional 
upon 
ratification 
by 
other court m em bers and about a year 
is expected to elapse before ratifica­ 
tions are com plete and the formula 
can be subm itted to the senate, it was 
said. 
R epresentatives of 40 world court 
m em bers a t Geneva yesterday unanim­ 
ously 
approved 
the 
Root 
formula. 
President H oover’s readiness to adopt 
the form ula as an administration mea­ 
sure was exclusively, reviewed by the 
Unit od Press Aug. 19. 
On Aug. 14, Stimson said today, he 
sent a note to the League of Nations 
secretary-general, saying the formula 
m et with his approval. 
The purpose of the Root formula Is 
to com prom ise the stalem ate created 
by world court members refusal to ap­ 
prove A m erican court membership on 
the term s of the senate reservations. 
The technical effect of the Root for­ 
m ula will be 
acceptance by court 
m em bers of the senate 
reservations 
subject to the 
amendments 
which 
com prom ise the formula. 
The senate will not be required to 
go through the m otions of renouncing 
the reservations although In fact the 
Root plan will be substituted for them. 
An official text of th e Root plan as 
published, by the League of Nations 
shows the concessions demanded by 
the senate are not wholly agreed to 
In the form ula. 
The fifth senate res­ 
ervation 
said 
the 
court 
shall 
not 
“w ithout the consent of the United 
Bt at es entertain any request for 
an 
advisory opinion touching any dispute 
or question in which th e United States 
Jms or claim s an interest." 
The fifth article of the Root formula 
deals with this problem . 
It promises 
‘that there shall be attrib u ted to an 
objection of the U nited 
States 
the 
sam e force and effect as attaches to a 
vote against asking for th e 
opinion 
given by a m em ber of the League of 
N ations in the council or in the as­ 
sem bly.” 
But a single objection by a 
league m em ber cannot prevent 
the

T he shipping public’s fear of freight rate increases resulting 
from the supreme court’s recent decision in the O’Fallon case is 
unfounded, in the opinion of M. L. Countryman, Jr., general at­ 
torney ot the Northern Pacific Railway, who recently addressed 
a service club iii Minneapolis on the subject. 
“ In my judgment,” he said, “the decision of the supreme 
court, if followed by the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
spirit as well as in letter, will have no appreciable effect upon the 
general level of rates in this country.” 
In review ing the case and decision, Mr. Countryman declared 
that rates are not made for individual railroads but for groups of 
railroads competing within the same territory. 
Rates are to be 
based upon the aggregate value and not upon the values of indi­ 
vidual roads. 
Again, when it comes to determining the general level of rates 
the Interstate Commerce Commission fixes, not only the valua­ 
tions, it should be remembered, but also the percentage of return 
that is to be taken as fair. 
The commission thus has ample control of the situation when 
it comes to the matter of rate increases. 
Mr. Countryman does 
not look for any substantial increases in the general level of rates 
in the United States as a result of the O’Fallon decision.
